WINNIPEG, Sept. 1—The expected sequel to the report of the Mathers commission on the

Montague, minister of public works; James 
Howden, attorney-general, and George R. Coldwell, minister of education, submitted themslves 
to the authorities at the city police station. 

They were released on $50,000 bail eaeh, $25,000 being personal security. For Sir Rod- 
mond, Sime Benard, present leader of the Conservative party in the legislature, and D. 


and for Mr. Coldwell, Alex. Reid and Andrew Simpson. 

The ex-ministers will appear in the city police court today to answer to the charge of con- 
spiring to defraud the public. They will then be remanded. An early date will be set for the pre- 
liminary hearing. More charges mlay, and very likely will, be laid, according to R. A. Bonnar, 
K-C., who is acting for the prosecution. . : 

Warrants had been issued for the arrest of the men, but as they came forward volun- 
tarily they were not served. All of the formalities of bail and bond signing were conducted be- 
hind closed doors in Deputy Chief of Police Newton’s Office, and extreme secrecy was observed in 
connection with the whole procedure. 

R. A. Bonnar, seen after the proceedings were finished, explained that the ex-ministers 
hhad been admitted to bail and that they would appear in court today." A remand would then be 
asked for by the defence and a date set for the preliminary hearing, which would likely be soon.

More rain fell last month than has 
ever fallen during the month of Aug- 
ust for the past 70 Years. Not only 
has {t been the rainlest August on 
record but it ranks third in the list 
The two months 
in which the rainfall exceeded that of 
1843, 
when 9.76 inches fell, and May, 1894, 
when 8.01 inches fell.

AN OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK 
WHICH MAY BE JUSTIFIED 


Hillaire Belloc, writing over two; 
weeks ago in Land and Water, in dis-! 
cussing the retirement of the Russian 
forces and the straightening out of 
the RigeKoyno Grodno-Brest line. 
stated that “‘the line once straighten- 
ed may still further retire, and the 
offensive be none the stronger.” 

Mr. Belloc is admittedly the press 
expert on the war, and this point is 
one that any pessimistic person may 
well give heed to. Military experts 
all declare that the successful retreat 
of the Russian armies from the Pol- 
ish salient is one of the finest mill- 
tary exploits in history, and surpasses 
anything in the present war. The 
man in the street who thinks that to 
run away is a sign of defeat, finds 
this difficult to understand. But it is 
simply, as Mr. Belloc suggests, be- 
cause wer is not & game.

Germany may win a hundred en- 
gagements, but if she loses the deci- 
sive ones, ahe is beaten. So the re- 
sults of war are not counted in yic- 
tories or defeats, but'in ultimate re- 
sults. If the: Germans have paid 
more for thelr advance into Russian 
territory than the movement was 
worth to them, then it was the Ger- 
mans and not the Russians who have 
lost in the great game. 

It is well to remember that the 
Russian plan of campaign never coun- 
ted on any stand being made in Po- 
land at all, The first line of defence 
which the Russians were to oécupy 
was to have been that fo which they 
have only just retired. This means 
practically, that the war has only 
begun from the original Russian point 
of view. 
the Germans, with their swifter mo- 
bilization, would have penetrated in- 
to Russian territory without opposi- 
tion, as far as they have only now 
advanced. . 

This means, therefore, that the 
Germans have had to expend a stag- 
gering amount of life and treasury

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. % 


Air and Sunshiné Are Better Disin- 
fectants Than Fumigation. 

A knowledge of how contagious 
diseases are transmitted from one 
person to another makes the futility 
Qf such disinfecting processes as fu- 
migation evident. The Scientific 
American gives a succinct and accur- 
ate description of the way in which 
such diseases are “caught.” 

“Yellow fever is contracted only 
through the bite of the stegomyia 
mosquito, malaria‘ only through that 
of the anopheles, typhus fever only 
through that of the body louse. 
Cholera and typhoid fever are not 
contracted through miasms, but 
solely by swallowing the essential 
germs of those diseases In food* and 
drink thus contaminated. Diphtheria 
is probably - not communicable 
through the air, but by direct con- 
tact with the sick,\as in kissing, or 
by contact of one’s nasal passages or 
throat with the diphtheria germs as 
contained in the handkerchiefs, dish- 
es, and the like used by patients. 

“The safest place in the world as 
to diphtheria is the properly con- 
ducted, well alred ward of a dipb- 
theria hospital. Hospital doctors, 
nurses, and others, careful in their 
ablutions, are In constant attend- 
ance the year roucd on diphtheria,

Marooned in Forest. 


Recently during the German drive 
at Warsaw a scouting party of Ublans 
sighted several huts in the depth of a 
forest, and upon investigation found 
them inhabited by about twenty half-* 
clad and half-starved men. They 
proved to be Eduard Schorghofer, a 
well-to-do Austrian, and men who 
had been under his command in 
Suarding the ammunition supply 
wagons of the 14th Austrian Army | 
Corps, ’ 

In September, a year ago, theac 
men had been surprised by a large 
force of Russians, who captured the 
ammunition wagons, In the en- 
agement Schorghofer had two horses 
shot under hin. To escape capture 
he and his men fied to the cover of a 
forest, They reached a village after 
some days’ marching, where they 
were supplied with ° civilian. clothes 
and food. Subsequently the Russians 
were reported to be nearing the vil- 
lage, and Schorghofer and his men 
did not dare remain. They returned 
to the forest, built buts, and lived on 
game. Their sufferings were intense, 
On'June 23 they sighted the coming 
of the Ublans with the same joy that 
shipwrecked sailors see a craft on the 
horizon.

The 
monument, which is the work of Ter- 
ritorial' Engineers, consists of a trun- 
sated stone pyramid, bearing the fol- 
owing ption engraved in red 
letters on a grey marble slab: “To 
the memory of ‘the soldiers of. the 
Army of Paris, who fell for their 
sountry on th field of Ourcg.”

Deadly “T.N.T." 

This is the name generally used for 
a highly explosive called “tri-nitro- 
toluol,”’ which the Germans use in 
the foating mines wtih whcth they 
have gown the seas. Toluene is the 
basis‘of this explosive, and is obtain- 
ed from-benzole, a product of the dis- 
tillation of coal-tar, 4 

The Germans devoted great atten- 
Uon in the years before the war to 
the production ‘of benzole for use as 
® motor spirit in the place of petrol, 


Jand produced as much as 46,000,000 


gallons of benzc§e a year. The per- 
centage of toluene in this. bensole 
Yaried from 7 to 20 per cent., and on 
the outbreak of war Germany seized 
the whole of the immense stock, 
which they used for Government 
motor traction, and from it produced 
toluene. They were lucky enough, 
too, to selge. Belgium's, supply, with 
the result that Germany has buge 
supplies of TN.T. for use in mines, 


torpedoes, and shells, 
T.N.T. consists of toluene, which 
has been tri-nitrated, and is now re- 
ed as superior to elther © gun- 
cotton or pferic acid, which were the 
staple British explodives when war 
began. But Britain is not far be- 
hind Germany in‘ the production of 
this explosive. Mr. H. W. Forster 
announced in the House of Commons 
some time ago that our supply was 
ample for our cwp use and also to 
enable us to assist our “Allies. “ Of 
late years che distillation of benzole 
fom coal-tar has extended consider- 
ably in Great Britain, the output’ of 
benzole for export having risen from 
2,000,000 gallons seven years ago to 
6,664,000 in 1913, much of which 
was hitherto exported to Germany, 
and, though benzole is: still being 
used by motcrists to-day, it contains 
no toluene, for it was all extracted 
before it was put on the market. 


A War Coincidence. 

. A Belgian officer who is recovering 
at Brighton has had a curious war 
experience with the figure nine. 

“Some weeks ago,” he sald, “I 
in a small affair in Belgium, and cz 
tufed a German officer. He turned 
out to be an old acquaintance, and 
chatting with him over the war one 
night I mentioned to kim that that 
was the ninth time I had been in the

HAND GRENADES, 


It Consists of a Piece of Canc and a 
Metal Head. 

“We not only want shells, we want 
band grenades,” it was said.in. the 
House of Commons recently, “for we 
have no knowledge of the character 
of the hand grenades which are very 
largely used in the field.” There is 
no doubt that the Germans have won 
not a few trenches by the use of gren- 
ades. Wiscatres before the war sneer- 
ed at the idea of utilising this amcient 
method of warfare. They forgot that 
it ts impossible to, hit a man with’ a 
rifle when he'is snugly hidden in 2 
trench Sfty yards away. They did not 
realize that the whole trench could 
be cleared with the aid of grenades. 
Luckily, however, our soldiers have 
Bow been equipped with large sup- 
plies of these useful Weapons. 

The Britiah hand grenade consists 
of a piece of cane with a metal head 
containing a bursting charge of.lyd- 
dite, and a detonator or exploding ar- 
rangement to go off when the gren- 
ade strikes. The handle and head 
are 16 inches long over all, and at- 
tached to the end of the cane handle 
is a 3 ft. bit of cloth, known as the 
“tail,’’ to make the grenade fly true 
end ensure that it strikes head frat 
on {ts detonator. © 

The grenade is carried by a hook 
handle downward at the soldier's 
belt, the men being — instructed to 
throw it at an angle of not less than 
thirty-five degrees from the ground, 
to give it the required range, and to 
ensure the machine alighting on Its 
head and firing from the impact. 
Some soldiers throw it with am over- 
hand movement, others underhand. 
The bursting charge of lyddite is suf- 
ficient to blow the steel head of the 
grenade into bits when it strikes, and 
kill men standing close by It. - 

In the old days the hand grenade 
was merely’2 hollow iron shell filled 
with balf a pound of black powder 
with a fuse attached, which the gren- 
adier lit from his always glowing 
mitch. The bursting charge of the 
grenade to-day, however, due to the 
great improvement in explosives, is 
five or six times as powerful, weight 
for weight, as the old-fashioned black 
powder. 


Telegraph Wires as 

A phenomenon with which most 
people are familiar is the curious 
noise made by telegraph wires.) It} 
is accepted as ordinary; and yet there 
has been hitherto no final exrplapa- 
tion.

The experjence of the Grand Trunk 
in this respec. during this’ period, 1s 
typical of the £zperionce of all ‘roads 
in Canada and ‘the United States year 
in and year out, as shown by the fact 
that almost $000 persons are. killed 
and about the same number injured 
in the two'countries every year while 
trespassing on railways. In’ fact, 
more than 50 per cent. of all persons 
killed on rallways from all causes are 
trespassers. ‘ 
~ If 6000 persons should be killed in 
one accident, people would be horri- 
fied and would rise as one man de- 
termined to prevent a similar pccur- 
rence, yet, here is a practice, unneces- 
sary and. preventable, which every 
year kills and‘ trijures more than 
twice as many persons as thé Titanic, 
Empress of Ireland, Lusitania, Iro- 
quols and Eastland disasters com- 
bined, and yet we are doing practic- 
ally nothing to prevent it. “Are we 
logical or merely sentimental? Do 
we really value human life and try 
earnestly <hd persistently to conserve 
it, or do we merely rise to fitful action 
when some great horror stirs our 
sentiments and passions? 

The Raflway act makes trespassing 
on railway property an offence pun- 
{shable by fine or imprisonment, but 
the trouble fs that no one pays any 
attention to the law because it [s so 
seldom enforced. In fact, a consid- 
erable proportion of the public seem 
to regard It as their perfect right to 
walk on rallway tracks and through 
railway yards whenever they please 
and resent even a polite request to 
keep off the Company's property. The 
dangerous practice of walking on rail- 
way tracks has been indulged in so 
long and so generally that it will be 
dificult to break it up; but that it 
shouldbe .stopped, a mere reference 
to the serlous results clearly proves. 

Aside from the protection to life 
and limb which would result from the 
enforcement of extsting faws on this 
subject, there are other considera- 
tions of great {mportance involved {, 
this problem.

The Sikorsky biplane. 

The Russian=Sikorsky biplane is 
the largest heavier-than-air mathine 
yet Invented. It has a wing-surface 
at least five times greater than that 
of the commodious Farman biplane. 
Its steel frame is twenty-two yards 
long., Its dead weight is over three 
and a balf tons, and it can carry.a 
“useful load” of over a ton. At least 
a@ quarter of a ton would consist of 
explosives. Nearly half a ton of fuel 
and ofl is carried. The space between 
the plapes is nine ‘feet deep. + The 
forepart of the machine cqnsists of 
steel-walled cabins, eMending’ over 
a length of about thirty feet. These 
cabins have large windows on each 
side, like those of an omnibus. The 
cabins are electrically lit at night. In 
cold weather they are heated through

CARE OF TABLE LINEN. 


How to Select, Hem and Wash Napk.ns 
and Tablecloths. 

In selecting tablecloths it is more sat. 
isfactory to get the seventy-two inch, 
which gives 9 generous fall of sixteen 
incnes or so at the sides, which dresses 
& table better than the narrower 
widths. 

Two and a bulf yards is a very good 
measure for general use, a very con- 
venient size for a small-company re- 
quiring un extra leaf. 

Three aud ove-balf yards are re- 
quired for ap extended table to drape 
over the ends 1nd correspond with the 
sides. as 

tn bemming tablecloths a double 
bemstitch above an inch and a half 
wide hem makes a very fine finish. The 
emis must be cut by the thread tu make 
the hem true, With napkins to corre 
Spond and Snished in the same way 
this makes a nice set. 

The care of table linen is of grect im- 
portance if one would bave. the table 
arrayed at its best. There must be a 
pure white cloth without blemish or 
wrinkle, with s:ttiny tinish an’ with as 
few folds as possible. 

A very good way to wash napkins 
and tablecloths is to frst pour slowly 
a stream of boiling water over any 
stalns and then let them seak in a good 
suds made with white laundry soap for 
an hour, then lightly rub out and just 
scald in clear soft water, rinse in a 
light bluing water and during the whole 
process wring by hand instead of by 
wringer, to arold the wrinkles that are 
so bard to press vut. Do nor starch; 
Stretch evenly and hang straight on 
the Hpe to dry. In froning. the linen 
must be evenly and well dampened.

Canadian Nurse Tells of Episode in 
the Juilly Hospital. 

A Canadian nurse in Mrs. Harry 
Payne Whitney's hospital at Juilly, 
in France, told me of the discovery, 
in her ward, of a spy.

No; the Cossack is in many respects 
Hike the simple Rossian peasant. In 
others he is like the cowboy of the 
Western plains, whose nome is as much 
in the saddle as In his own village 
Far from being oppressors, the Coe- 

sacks were once known entirely as the 
defenders of the poor and the wrong- 
ed. . They belonged to an order of rus- 
tic chivalry, the Eazachestvo, the 
Knights of Freedom. i 

The name Kazak Js of Tartar origin 
; and means “Freeman.” It was applied 
to men driven from the more settled 
countries and who under the bive sky 
rode without the tramme! of tradition, 
without the interference of kings, po- 
tentates and powers. There was a time 
when nobles laid beavy hand upon the 
subject and buman life was beld in- 
staal! account. 

The thirteenth and the fourteenth 
conturies saw the Cossacks developed 
into communities living in the neigh- 
Dorhood of the river Dnieper and r‘4- 
ing hither and thither to keep watch 
and ward over the domain of the em- 
peror. 

The cowboy guards of the great 
southwest In this country, who are 
mow disappearing from our American 
Ufe, are Cossacks in spirit. When they 
become caralrymen, Texas Rangers of 
rough riders they are American Cor 
sacks. 

‘There were some criminals among 
the Cossacks, but once they had en- 

in the Cossack legions they left 
hind them all their past. Some were 
exiles for political reasons, others had 
been hunted for taking into their own 
bands the avenging of wrongs. And 
what avails a name after all? When 
the officers of the state came inquiring 
into the Cossack encampments for’ Pe 
metri this and Ivan that nothing was 
known of them at all, for the Cossacks 
Permitted men to divest themselves of 
former titles and to begin the free life 
with a pew nomenclature. To them 
the newcomer were “Big Nose,” “Yel- 
ow Buttons” or some other nicknamed 
comrade. 

While other persons pald taxes the 
Cossack was subject to no such incon- 
His share was paid by 
the power of his sword and his pistols 
He insisted always that he was:not t» 
be assessed, but that he should: give 
his military service when Russia’ re 
quired it of him. 

When the Cossack communities were 
Orst formed they were inhabited only 
by men. The Kazachestvo took rows 
of celibacy, It was an order that lived 
Uke anchorites and fought like demons. 

As the ages have passed there hare 
been many changes! The Cossacks 
have familles and thelr own home Life 
At Grst, however, young and daring 
youths were sent out to ride with the 
Cossacka, und there was no system of 
chivalry more punctillous than was this 
government of the men of the steppes. 
Offenses that Involved riolation of 
their vows or the Il} treatment of the 
weak and the oppressed were punished 
with death. The sentences were quick- 
ly imposed and speedily executed 
Cowboy justice und Cossack rule are 

same tn principle.

Aerial Dreadnoughts. 

When Mr. Tennant spoke in the 
‘House of Commons recently on the 
large aeroplanes used by Russia, he 
was alluding to what is known aa the 
Sikorsky biplane, the Dreadnought of 

ing machines. This biplane is the 
latgest heavier-than-air machine yet 
invented, and can carry at least twice 
the load of any known aeroplane. The 
dead weight of the machine is no 
less than three and a hbaif tons; and 
it can‘carry a load of over a ton. 

Nearly half a ton of fuel and oil is 
carried, and when on a war recon- 
naissance could carry a quarter of a 
ton of explosives, consisting perhaps 
of half-a-dozen giant bombs, each 
weighing 100%D., as compared with 
the one or two which aeroplanes now 
carry, or ten or a dozen 36!b. bombs.

Keep the Soil Supplied With Humus 
and Mulch the Surface. 

By saving the water from the early 
rains crops will not suffer as much 
later in the summer if drought occurs. 
"Usually more water ts lost from the 
soll by eraporation—that is, drying out 
from the surface. than crops use. 

There are two chief ways of helping 
to prevent this—namely, by keeping 
the sol] well supplied with organic 
matter, or humus, nnd by maintaining 
a‘ poll mulch oror the surface. This 
voll mulch or layer of lors ary soll 
forms a blanket, preveating the soll 
water from reiching the sarface where 
evaporation ix sv raphd [o hot ur winds 
weather. : 

Every gurdener shouki start water 
j Saving ut once. If the newly plowed 
tand fs disked thoroughly the rame 
day it is turned over there is less 
chance of the Curruws drying out badly 
before the land Is planted. Newly 
epaded land should be raked over the 
same day the soll ts turned. 

After planting the use of a weeder 
breaks up tbe surface and kills many 
weeds. The cultivator ought tu, be 
started as soon as the rows can be scen 
and used often enough to keep the sur- 
face fine, loose and dry. 

Every raln or shower packs the sur- 
face soll, and unless broken up evap 
oration is very rapid from this com- 
pact, moist surface. As soon as the 
Gelda can be worked after a rain the 
cultivator should be used to reestab- 
Ush the soll mulch.

CANADIANS DRINK LESS, 





The national t4¥ engendered of 
the war and the scarcity of spending 
money, coupled with the increased 
excise taxes, have combined to make 
Canadians smoke and drink less, The 
Ggures of the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment as to the national consumption 
of Liquor and tobacco for the last fis- 
cal year show a considerable drop 
from the preceding year. There were 
nearly ~800,000~ fewer gallons’- of 
spirits drunk and forty-eight million 
fewer cigars and twenty-seven mil- 
Mon fewer cigaret smoked than 
during the p ing year. This 
marks the first slackening in the 
growth of men’s expensive habits for 
some years in last de- 
crease in the national consumption of 
Hquora and tobaccos synchronized 
with the Anancial depression of near- 
ly twenty years ago. Since then the 
nation’s drink and tobacco bill bas 
been Steadily mounting. 

Byt even with the decreased con- 
sumption of the past year the totals 
are decidedly large. Of there 
wets consumed 236,866,542, as com- 
pared with 388,219,892 in 1913-14. 
Cigarettes were smoked to the num- 
der of 1,089,156,606, as compared 
with 1,116,023,170 in 1913-14. Aver- 
aging the retall price of cigars at 2? 
cents. and of cigarettes at 1% cents 
each, this means about $33,000,009 
pent on these two luxuries alone last 
year in Canada, or sufficient to pay 
the interest on the war debt for four 
or five years. 
The total consumption of syirits 
was 4,072,187 gallons, as compared 
with 4,831,116 gallons for the pre- 
goding twelve months, Per capita 
umption of liquors is on the 
Own grade, after several years otf 
steadily upward tendency.

8o when once the pure bred stock be- 
Banto be sold alive the alluring 
prices prevailed upon all the original 
ranchers, Salea became general and 
prices for foxes for breeding rose 
phenomenally,\ - 

The frst pairs passed $3,500 or 
even less, During the summer of 
1911 the price was from $5,000 to 
$6,000. During the summer of 1912 
good stock cost on an average $10,- 
000 per pair without guarantees or 
$20,000 to $25,000 with guarantees. 
And since then priccs per pair have 
risen as bigh as $36,000. Options for 
next spring's young now range from 
$15,000 per pair upward, and. few 
have been granted by the ranchmen., 

The calculations wpon which these 
dazzling prices are based are by no 
means complex. The price of island 
black fox skins has for more than a 
decade ranged steadily at not under 
$500 per pelt, the mean value being 
probably well above $1,000. Of course 
Inferior or multjlated skins classified 
as black fox skins are quoted at from 
$25 to $200 on Boaton commis- 
sion house lists; but these are of 
animals from various latitudes, taken 
at all seasons of the year and often 
cured in the crudest manner, 

The llfetime offspring of a singlg 
pair of foxes will average well above 
thirty animals, and it will be seen 
that the fur value alone of these 
progeny mounts up to a large figure. 


.Whea it is computed that: many of 


these offspring will themselves be 
bred (and multiply in the geonfetrical 
ratio 4—8—16—32, etc.) or will be 
sold for breeding purposes at hand- 
some prices, it Is not surprising that 
the capital value of first-class breed- 
ers has been forced up very high by 
island bidders,

ducts Is Growing Despite War. 


In this time of war it is gratifying 
to know of !ndustries which keep up 
and even increase their rate of pro- 
duction. This latter is the case with 
the pulpwood and wood-pulp industry 
of Canada, The consumption of 
pulpwood In Canada increased nearly 
ten and a half per cent. in 1914, as 
compared with 1913. Since 1910 the 
intrease has been one, hundred and 
four per cent. The: sixty-six active 
pulp fills in Canada in 1914 consuio- 
ed 1,224,376 cords of pulpwood 
valued at $8,089,868; while, in addl- 


| Mon to this, 972,508 cords valued at 


$6,680,490 were cxported in an un- 
manufactured state. Canadiang will 
be gratified to know that the propor- 
tion of pulpwood made Into pulp in 
Canada to that exported in the raw 
state {s increasing, thus giving more 
employment {n Canadian mills, In 
1914, 55.7 per cent. of all pulpwood 
preduced in Canada was made into 
pulp in Canada and 44.3 per cent. 
was exported, chiefly to. the United 
States, in the raw or cordwood state, 
A few years ago only one-third of the 
Dulpwood produced in Canada was 
made into pulp here. ; 

The proportion of pulp made by 
the chemical processes is increasing 
as compared with pulp produced by 
the ground-wood process. is 
gratifying because tne pulp thus pro- 
duced is worth about two-and-a-half 
times as much as ground-wood pulp. 
The chemical processes algo permit a 
wider range in the selection of tim- 
ber for pulping purposes, an impor- 
tant factor in bringing into use as 
many as possible of our native Can- 
adian trees, | > < é

Without 
counting the Dillion dollars each 
which she is lending to France and 
Russia, her total war expenses are 
five billion dollars per annum. Of 
course, Britain’s income has been af- 
fected .by the war, but not to any 
alarming. extent, since the British 
navy enables her foreign trade to be 
maintained with a minimum of in- 
convenience. If the British people 
add to their annual savings by cut- 
ting down their living expenses which 
amount to ten billion dollars, by from 
25 to 50 per cent.. they can thus fin- 
ance the war without calling in-for- 
eign ald.

Each. horse 
is placed in a narrow stall, exactly 
2 ft. 5 In. wide, and se fron 
his neighbour on either side by two 
narrow top and bottom alip rails. The 
animal can never Ne down during the 
woyage, and is prevented from moy-. 
ing backward by the back of the stall 
and forward by a'plece" of timber, 
breast high, upon which his portable 
manger of wood Is hooked. 

The animal stands on a movable 
woodeén floor, which can be lifted out 
for cleaning purposes, ‘leaving the 
{ron dock underneath, Thé embarka- 
tion of the animals is an arduous 
task. They ‘have to be led, coaxed, 
and pushed by main force up the 
steep and narrow gangway, and down 
another until they reach the places 
allotted to them. The main dificuity 
“is to get the animals to go up the 
gangway, but, strangely enough, once 
a horse gets its four feet on it he Is 
content to move right on. 

There are some horses, however, 
which cannot be -persuaded to go up 
the gangway, and these are first 
blindfolded and pushed by main force 
into a wooden cage, and hoisted ob 
board by a steam winch, generally 
marking their displeasure by kicking 
furlously, 

The horses are watered four times 
a day and fed three times, Feeding- 
time is announced by trumpet calls, 
and the animals soon get to know the 
call, announcing their readiness for 
meals by loud siamping, whinnying, 
and stretching their heads out of 
their stalls, reminding one of the ex- 
cltement shown by the wild animals 
at the Zoo at feeding-time, 

Whenever possibile, ten minutes’ 
walking exercise is given each animal 
every day. For the first few days of 
the vw. ige the work of exercising| 
proceeds very slowly and {s very dif- 
cult, but when accustomed to his 
novel surroundings the horse soon 
comes to know what fs expected of 
him, and will then scramble like a 
cat over all kinds of obstacles.

Cobonrg, Sept. 27.—Without a 
moment,s warning Cobourg’s night 
watchman, Mr. William Rourke died. 
last night while in the performance of 
his duties. About 9.9) Chief Rure 
and Mr. Rourke were arresting a man 
who was drunk and creating a dis- 
turbance.

SEPPELIN LOSSES HEAVY. 


° 
Gérmany’s Vaunted Dirigibles Have 
Proved a Terrible Failure. 

A despatch to Tbe Dally Express 
from Geneva says: 1 learn from a 
reliable source in Friedrichshafen 
that the German Headquarters Staff 
admits the loss of 3% Zeppelins and 
nine Parseval airships since the war 
began up to August 1,1915.  - 

Since that date, a further report 


states, two Zeppelins and one Parse-|- 


val are missing. 

The majority of the airships were 
brought down by the Allies’ aerial 
bins and the rest suffered accidents 


The average cost of these airships 
is over £100,000 ($500,000), while 
the newest models cost nearly double 
this sum, Therefore Germany has 
lost dver £6,000,000 in a year in her 
airahips, bombs from which have 
killed: wounded 500 persons. _
